A404(M) MOTORWAY (JUNCTION 9A) 
TEMPORARY TRAFFIC RESTRICTIONS 


Notice is hereby given that Highways England 
Company Limited intends to make an Order on 

the A404(M) Motorway in the Unitary Authority of 
Windsor & Maidenhead, under Section 14(1)(a) of 
the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 because works 
are proposed to be executed on the road. 


The effect of the Order would be to authorise the 
overnight closure of the slip roads leading to and 
from both carriageways of the A404(M) at Junction 9A 
(Shoppenhangers Road). 


These measures would be in the interests of road 
safety while contractors working on behalf of the 
Royal Borough of Windsor and Maidenhead undertake 
resurfacing works on Shoppenhangers Road.
